PirrssurG, Feb. 20.—When the fun- 
eral train left Harrisburg last nicht at 

half-past 11 o’clock rain was falling- 
This continued all night and when 
the train arrived at Pittsburg it was 
still raining. The run during the 
night was devoid of accident. Crowds 
of oid solders and citizens assembled 
at all the stations along the line to see 
the train go through. At Edgwood 
the train stopped long enough for three 
of Lieutenant Fitch’s children to get 
on. As the funeral train neared Pitts- 
burg and the road crossings became 
more numerous, group after group of 
people were to be seen standing there, 
unmindful of the rain, only intent on 
honoring in their humble way the re- 
mains of the dead hero. 

Soon after they got on the train, the 
grandchildren were taken by Lieuten- 
ant Fitch, their father, into the com- 
posite car that they might see all that 
was mortal of their illustrious grand- 
father. Nearly all the people on the 
train arose and got ready for breakfast 
as Pittsburg was reached at 7 :47. 

When the train arrived in Pittsburg, 
bells tolled and minute guns were 
fired, while flags drooped in the rain 
at half-mast. At the depot was as- 
sembled a large crowd. A regiment 
of the National Guards and all the 
Grand Army Posts in the city were in 
line, and when the train stopped they 
saluted. : 

The departure from Pittsburg was 
at 7:10 o’clock. Breakfast was served 
as goon asthe train got outside the 
city limits, and while the travelers 
were thus engaged the storm cleared 
away.

ANECDOTES OF SHERMAN. 


interesting Talks With Some of 
the Wariers Olid Comrades. 
General Wager Swayne, of No. 12 
Gramercy Park, knew General Sher- 
man well, and has many interesting 
reminiscences to relate of him. ‘As 
an illustration of the remarkable fore- 
sight of the man,’’ said he yesterday, 
‘the conceived the idea of a transcon- 
tinental railroad as far back as 1849. 
He was then serving on the staff of 
General P. F. Smith in California. 


He wrote an urgent letter to his 
brother John, who is now Senator, in 
which he suggested the construction 
ofa transcontinental railroad. That 
letter I believe was published in the 
National Intelligencer, then one of 
the leading papers in the country. 

He mentioned in his memoirs the 
fact of his being intrusted by General 
Smith with a letter te the commander 
of the fort at Sacramento, in which 
Smith instructed the latter to make a 
survey of the valley of Feather River, 
with a view to building a railroad. 
But he does not mention the impor- 
tant fact that he himself suggested 
the idea to General Smith. He told 
me this himseif, however. The sur- 
vey was begun and the officer in 
charge was killed by the Indians. 
General Sherman often told me that 
if at that time he could have secured 
the construction of a transcontinental 
road by signing a contract to end his 
own life, he would not have hesitated, 
and I believe him. 

** At the close of the civil war Gen- 
eral Granville M. Dodge, who was 
then in Sherman’s command, was 
offered the position of chief engineer 
of the Union Pacific. He asked the 
General’s permission. General Sher- 
man not only gave him permission, 
but told him he would assist him with 
every resource at his command. At 
that time the Western country was in 
the possession of the Indians. It was 
entirely unsettled and the Indians 
were a formidable obstacle to any such 
undertaking as General Dodge had 
upon his bands. But Sherman as- 
sisted him nobly. Dodge ‘stated ina 
letter not long after the road was 
opened that he did not see how he 
could have built the road exeept for 
Sherman’s assistance in the way of 
guards, supplies and trans ortation.”

supplies for conducting the work 
should be procured in this coun- 
try.

the precedent established by the 
legislation in favor of our land-. 
grant roads; they were by the 
terms of the grant required to buy 
their rails from American mills, 
and the furnaces and mills built to 
supply the demands of the Pacific 


roads have beer an important fac- 
tor in reducing the price of rails 
from $90, or $80 per ton to their 
present level.

out that the Board are and have 
been working in the interest of 
Reno, hence the lack of interest 
taken by the citizens of outside 
counties. The Silver State will be

A Pioneer’s Tale of the Faith That 
Passeth Cuderstanding. 

‘*Talk about hard times,’”’ said a 
Reese River pioneer, ‘‘why, you ain’t 
in it,’ and-stroking his-beard he gave 
his experience in the winter of 1864-5 ; 
and, with the exception of some em- 
bellishments not pertinent to the 
present times, the story ran about as 
follows: He and two comrades went 
to Austin in the spring of 1864, and 
spent what money they had in pros- 
pecting during that summer and fall, 
and when winter set in, it found the 
party waiting like Micawber, for none 
of their locations had proved to be 
productive, and there had been no in- 
come to enable them to replenish their 
stores of provisions, and as the winter 
advanced, rations grew short, and they 
were sorely perplexed as tothe final 
outcome. They. were all industrious 
fellows and goud workers when work 
wastobehad. But this wasan ex- 
ceptional time, for the town was 
crowded with idle men, and work 
could not be obtained. 

FLOUR WAS $80.00 A HUNDRED 

and all provisions were on the same 
scale of prices and credit was out of 
the question. It was in reality famine 
toa great many honest men, and 
“beans straight” soon became a lux” 
ury. Thethree comrades occupied a 
dug out in the hillside, and it took, as 
they expressed it, some tall skirmish- 
ing to keep warm, with the snow four 
feet deep and frozen hard all around 
them. ach of them skirmished 
around during the day, with earnest 
efforts to obtain work, but the results 
continued the same, for each night 
found them in their hole in the wall, 
a little nearer the bottom of the bean 
sack, and with nothing encouraging 
for thé morrow. 

During the preceding fall, an enthu- 
siastic preacher had asked for a num- 
ber of miners to bond some of their 
locations to him, and let him go east 


.to organize a company, and out of the 


roceeds he would builda church. 

hey, among others had responded by 
donating some of their supposed worth- 
tess mining locations for the good 
cause, never, however, expecting a 
blessing to follow, and only taking a 
little temporary amusement out of the 
preacher’s words of thanks, which 
were to the effect that ‘the Lord 
loveth a good giver.”” During the 
hard winter, aod on one of their dark- 
est days, one of the trio was notified 
by the express agent in a confidential 
undertone that there was some monev 
at the office for them, and merely 
awaited their proper identification. 
This was soon obtained, and to their 
great astonishment they found that 
the sum reached the munificent 
amount of $3,000, sent to them by the 
preacher for the mines bonded and 
almost forgotten.
